substances, filt e rs, so i ls and f e rtil i z e rs, anima l ^d e riv e d raw mat e rials, paints, 
lubricants, adh e s i v e s, d e t e rg e nts and cl e aning ag e nts ; comprising the step of 

—applying a composition to the surfac e of th e artic l e; and/or wood 

^ i ncorporat i ng said compos i t i on into sa i d articl e; 

wherein said composition comprises at least two GRAS (g e n e ra l ly r e cognized as 
saf e ) flavor i ng agents, that ar e not so lel y c i nnamic ald e hyd e or a mixtur e of 
cinnam i c ald e hyd e and terp e ne s benzyl alcohol and tannic acid .

47. (currently amended) A method of treatment of th e art i c le s d e fined i n claim 1 
wood comprising the step of applying the composition as defined in claim 4-fef 
th e impregnation or surfac e tr e atm e nt of th e articl e s 5 bv spraying . 

48. (currently amended) A method of treatment of th e articles defin e d in claim 1 
wood comprising the step of incorporafing the composition as defined in claim ^ 
i nto sa i d art i c le 20 by spraying . 
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
